clothes for himself, grand dinners to a 
literary coterie and pretty trifles for 
venal l»eautles all bore costly parts. 
Johnson. Lr. Ame, Percy Reynolds, 
l rnncis and Blekerstaff were among 
the frequent visitors at 2 Brick court, 
but their arrival was not the cause of 
so much concern to Goldsmith’s cotcn- 
ants as th at of some other of the poet'* 
guest*. It was th# little supper parties 
to Goldsmith’s young friends of both 
sexes th at drew from the studious 
Blackstone, hard at work on his famous 
“Commentaries” in the rooms below 
“Goldie’s,” bitter protests against tin 
racket of his “reveling neighbor.” 
Both “The Traveler” and "The Vicar 
of Wakefield” were published soon a ft­ 
er Goldsmith moved luto Brick court, 
but the Income they brought bim was 
insufficient to w ithstand the drain made 
on his resources by Ids extravagance. 
his generosity and his taste for gam ­ 
bling. 
Owing i 2,0 0 0, unable to obtain 
further advances from his booksellers 
and seeing no way out of his em bar­ 
rassments, Goldsmith broke dowu in 
spirita and health. 
He had to leave 
! those windows from which he used to 
watch the rooks In the grove, w h ic h 
once stood where now Is Elm court, 
and, as he wrote, “often aroused my­ 
self 
with

Goldsmith returned thither,
